A Contract for Bridge Lights and 
Other Matters Attended to. 

At the meeting of the city council 
Tuesday night, all the members were 
present excepting Messrs. Collins and 
Haff. 

Mr. John Sinclair was granted a 
license for a saloon at the old Tobin 
stand. 

The Board of Health notified the 
eouncil that they had elected Dr. 
George Chinn the city physician, and 
fixed his salary at $600 per annum . 
The report, which also embraced cer- 
tain sanitary recommendations, was 
referred to the new council and the 
salary fixed by the Board concurred 
in. 

The gas committee reported that a 
contract had been made with the 
Gas Company for ten incandescent 
lights for the St. Clair street bridge 
at sixty-flve cents each per month. 
The contract was unanimously con- 
firmed. 

Mr. Darnell made a minority report 
to allow J. £. Kirtley flOO additional 
salary uh assessor, the veto of the 
Mayor to the contrary notwithstand- 
ing, and the vote resulted yeas 5, 
nays 2, which, for want of the re- 
quired number to pass it over the 
Mayor's veto, was lost. 

An appropriation of $80 for Joe 
Burkhafdtfor four months rent of 
West End School house was made. 

A license for a dry goods store in 
Ed. Harris Btand was granted to 
Hecht Bros. & Co. 

W. McKee Hardie's license was 
placed at $30. 

The clerk was directed to pay over 
all money in his hands due the Sink- 
ing Fund Commissioners, and with 
the chairman of Bchool board to col- 
leot the interest due the school fund 



on the school bonds. He was also 
instructed to make a report of the 
expenses of the work house for the 
past year and have it published.

Just before the Junction City ac- j 
commodation train ontheQ.&C. Rail- 
IMd left Cincinnati Monday after- j 
noon, five tough characters got on 
board and went into the smoking car, | 
where Rev. Father E. T Donley, of 
Nicholasville, was seated enjoying 
his cigar. Just after the train pulled j 
out of the city the toughs began fir- 
ing off their pistols in the car, and 
Father Donley arose from his seat 
and told them it must be stopped. 
They began to abuse him when be 
walked back in the train, hunted up | 
the conductor, told him what had j 
happened and requested him to come 
into the smoker and help make the 
toughs quit shooting. The conduc- 
tor went forward into the car and 
demanded to know who had fired the 
pistol, but no one said a word, when 
he notified the passengers in the 
coach that such conduct would not 
be permitted, went out and pro- 
ceeded to take up tickets in the rear 
coaches. Father Donley returned to 
his seat for the purpose of finishing his 
cigar, but the conductor had hardly 
gotten out of the door before one of 
the toughs began to curse and abuse 
the priest. As quick as a flash the 
Reverend Father struck the fellow 
a stunning blow in the eye 
with his fist, raised a window, 
collared him and threw him out. 
After waiting for a few minutes to 
see if any of the fellow's companions 
wished to tackle him, Father Donley 
quietly walked back into another 
coach, took a seat with several gen- 
tlemen and was carelessly relating 
what had occurred, as if it was a mat- 
ter of no consequence, when a rough 
looking character, with a very black 
eye and a gash cut in his head, and 
apparently large enough and stout 
enough to tie the reverend gentle- 
man in a bow knot, came in at the 
rear door and walked slowly through 
the car. Father Donley caught sight 
of him in an instant and remarked, 
"That is the duck now, and he's look- 
ing for me." The fellow came up the 
aisle, and seeing the Rev. Father 
with one band grasping the arm of 
his seat and in a position to spring 
upon him if he made a single 
hostile demonstration, only glared 
at the priest and passed on. When 
he had gone Father Donley remarked: 
"The lad thinks he can lick me, but 
he had best not try it; I know the 
whole lot of them; they get off at my 
station and may attack me there, 
but I am loaded for them," 
significantly tapping his hip pocket. 

Fortunate for the fellow who made 
the unwilling trip through the win- 
dow, the train was slowing up at the 
time, and not being seriously injured 
by his fall he was able to scramble up 
and catch the back platform of the 
rear coach as the train went by him. 

The Reverend Father is not very 
tall but compactly built and very 
athletic, and the tough customer 
evidently thought he had struck a 
cyolone, when he had time to sit 
down and pull himself together.

A Meeting of Citizens Requested 
to Make Arrangements for the 
Committee of County 
Delegates. 



A few public spirited citizens, re- 
alizing the great importance of the 
Kentucky river to the growth and 
prosperity of this city, are making 
the effort to enlist in the cause the 
attention and encouragement of the 
■entire community, particularly the 
business portion. Believing that

Berry in the movement and attend 
the meeting next Monday night at 
the court-house at 7:30 o'clock to 
make all necessary preliminary 
arrangements for the meeting of the 
delegates on the 18th inst. It is nec- 
essary to notify the county judges to 
make the appointment of delegates, 
to provide an hour and hall for the 
meeting and to arrange for a chair- 
man to call the meeting to order who 
can properly present.the objects and 
the advantages to be obtained by a 
speedy completion of the navigation 
to the inexhaustible coal and iron, 
fields of Eastern Kentucky. The city 
of Louisville, which is experiencing 
much trouble with her gas, which, it

any part of the country. Frankfort 
also should have coal at reduced 
ratgs, and when the navigation is 
completed and the mines are opened, 
there is no reason why the citizens 
should not obtain it at eight instead 
of twelve cents.

A New Set of Officers and the 
Work of the Week. 

Hon. James E. Cantrill, of George- 
town, the new Circuit Judge, and 
Hon. Jno.

term of the court under the new 
circuit court bill. Mr. Thomas B. 
Ford, who succeeded Mr. Walter 
Franklin, was at the desk and Mr. R. 
D. Armstrong, the new sheriff, and 
his deputies, Messrs. J. L. Holton, of 
Forks of Elkhorn; R. E. Deakins, of 
Bald Knob; Ben Poindexter, of 
Peak's Mill, and Nick Sullivan, of 
this city, all of whom had previously 
-qualified by taking the oath, were 
present and ready to enter upon 
their respective duties. The first 
day was given up to the sheriff to sum- 
mon the grand and petit juries, 
which on the second day were duly 
impanneled as follows:

The term of this court, as provided 
in the new court bill, can be extend- 
ed to three weeks, but it is not 
thought that the docket is large 
enough to furnish work for this 
length of time. It is noteworthy 
that no murder case will be tried at 
this term. 

Tuesday, Judge Cantrill charged 
the grand jury, and on Wednesday 
he appointed Mr. W. H. Posey 
Master Commissioner and Mr. 
Charles F. Exum Trustee of the Jury 
Fund, the former office paying in 
fees about fifteen hundred dollars, ii 
is said, and the latter about one hun- 
dred dollars. Mr. Posey was the 
commissioner under Judge Montfort 
and had the recommendation of the 
largest part of the bar. He has 
made a capable official and will 
doubtless prove as efficient and faith- 
ful in the future as he did in the 
past. The duties of the Trustee of 
the Jury Fund are light but they are 
responsible, and because such a large 
bond of $6,000 for such a small pay 
was necessary, Mr. Exum declined to 
qualify and the court, it is said, \ 
appoint John A. Brislan, of the Farm- 
ers Bank. His bond is now in course 
of preparation. 

The case of Richard Kirk for carry- 
ing concealed weapon was in the 
hands of the jury last evening. 

George Graves, colored, on Thurs- 
day, for stealing a guitar from Mr.W. 
H. Averill, was tried, found guilty and 
given a verdict of six months in jail. 

There were sixty-six chancery suits 
continued until next term; also the 
ease of the convict Hurst for an at- 
tempt to escape. 

The case of James Gill, colored, 
who, with hit brothers, wm charged 



with killing Chas. McFall, colored, 
more than a year ago on an excur- 
sion train at Jetts was again con- 
tinued until next term. 

Ben Marshall obtained a judgment 
against Kate Smith and others for 
the sale of a tract of land. 

Charles Williams, colored, the con- 
vict who cut another colored convict 
named Fred Price in the penitentiary 
last spring, got an additional sen- 
tence of two years for the crime.

GOVERNOR VS. 

The Message on Penitentiary 
Affairs Interesting to the 
Public and Especially 
Frankfort. 

The Governor's Message on the 
Penitentiary affair was received 
Thursday in the House and Senate. 
It reads very pesuliar to those who 
do not not know the lessees, and some 
of the facts in the case, and seems to 
be short in some particular, whether 
it be the facts or a peculiar style of 
expression is just a little hard to de- 
termine. It is to be hoped that the 
committtee on prisons, to which it was 
referred, will not pigeon-hole the 
message but give the lessees an 
early opportunity of defending their 
position and the public the whole 
facts, as they are both interested, 
especially Frankfort, in the probable 
evil result, from a sanitary point of 
view, of the over crowded condition. 
The Governor's vetoes have so far 
been very expensive affairs, and 
should he, by his arbitrary ruling 
and autocratic position in the prison 
matter be the cause of throwing the. 
care of the prisoners upon the State 
at a no less cost of $100,000 per year, he 
will go out of office as the most ex- 
pensive executive Kentucky has 
known.

Davidson and E. S. Winkle, who were 
also indicted for counterfeiting, were 
continued and transferred to the next 
February term of the court at Louis-
